Four people, including two elite 
baseball players from Prince 
Edward Island, are dead and a 
small Alberta community is rat¬ 
tled following an apparent mur¬ 
der-suicide in the early-morning 
hours Thursday 

RCMP believe an armed male 
in one vehicle opened fire on 
another with four passengers 
shortly before 3:30 a.m. just north 
of Claresholm on Highway 2. 

RCMP found two victims, a 
male and a female, along with the 
alleged shooter, dead on scene. 

A third victim was airlifted to a 
Calgary hospital in critical condi¬ 
tion but later died. 

Another female transported by 
ambulance to hospital underwent 
surgeiy and is expected to recov¬ 
er. 

According to the Guardian 
newspaper in Charlottetown, two 
of the victims are Mitch MacLean, 
20 of Cornwall, P.E.L and Tanner 
Craswell, also in his early 20s, of 
Charlottetown. 



The pair were reportedly 
attending the Prairie Baseball 
Academy in Lethbridge. 

“This is veiy upsetting, not only 
to the community because this is 
a veiy horrific murder to have hap¬ 
pen, but also for our members 
involved,” said RCMP Sgt. Patrick 
Webb. “It’s veiy distressful.” 

The victims may have been on 
their way to Calgary to catch a 
flight back home for Christmas.

Edmonton school board of¬ 
ficials say if provincial 
plans to fund full-day 
kindergarten pass, it will 
leave city schools shuffling 
for space. 

Since the half-day classes 
alternate between morning 
and afternoon schedules, 
more class space will have 
to be made in EPSB facili¬ 


ties, said Lome Parker, 
managing director of plan¬ 
ning, transportation and 
property management for 
Edmonton Public Schools. 

“It’s not a negative ef¬ 
fect, but there will be costs 
associated with it,” said 
Parker, explaining mainte¬ 
nance, staff, and space 
would factor in. 

The pledge, estimated to 
cost $200 million to fund, 
was among several made 
by Premier Alison Redford 


The situation 

The Edmonton Public 
Schools board currently 
has 24 full-day 
kindergarten programs. 
The Edmonton Catholic 
Schools district has 34- 

aimed at improving educa¬ 
tion in Alberta. 

Parker said the EPSB 
would not shift students in 
higher grades to accommo¬ 


date extra kindergarten 
students. 

“It would affect over 20 
schools, where we would 
have to add space in the 
outlying areas,” he ex¬ 
plained, adding inner-city 
schools have the room 
now. 

Meanwhile, Lori Nagy, 
Edmonton Catholic 

Schools spokesperson, said 
she doesn’t see a problem 
in a shift to all full-day 
kindergarten classes.

Employers told to 
ditch social-media 
background checks

Organizations should re¬ 
frain from flipping 
through online photos 
and wall posts to learn 
more about potential em¬ 
ployees, according to the 
provincial privacy com¬ 
missioner’s office. 

Guidelines were re¬ 
leased Thursday by the Of¬ 
fice of the Information 
and Privacy Commission¬ 
er of Alberta, warning or¬ 
ganizations they must not 
use social media to per¬ 
form background checks. 

Diane McLeod-McKay, 
director of the Personal 
Information Protection 
Act, said the issue with 
collecting information 
through sites such as 
Facebook is that it’s not 
only one person’s infor¬ 
mation that is being 
viewed, but others’ info as 
well. 

“Organizations really 


need to assess their priva¬ 
cy risks,” she said. 

McLeod-McKay said 
both the provincial office 
and its federal counter¬ 
part have been seeing an 
increase in the number of 
complaints. 

She said there is one in¬ 
cident currently under in¬ 
vestigation in Alberta. 

“I’m guessing as more 
people become aware that 
there is a potential to be 
screened out of work op¬ 
portunities because of the 
use of social media, that 
people are going to start 
complaining.” 

McLeod-McKay said em¬ 
ployers should stick to 
traditional methods of 
gathering information 
such as reference checks 
and interviews.

Cheyanne’s dad, Shaun 
Hill adds, “This came out of 
nowhere so quickly, and we 
want to thank the donor 
family for giving Cheyanne 
a second chance at life.”

There was no Mission Ac¬ 
complished banner. No vic- 
toiy parade down the 
centre of this capital 
scarred and rearranged by 
nearly nine years of war. No 
crowds of cheering Iraqis 
grateful for liberation from 
Saddam Hussein. 

Instead, the U.S. militaiy 
officially declared an end to 
its mission in Iraq on Thurs¬ 
day with a businesslike 
closing ceremony behind 
blast walls in a fortified 
compound at Baghdad air¬ 
port. The flag used by U.S. 
forces in Iraq was lowered 
and boxed up in a 45- 
minute ceremony. No sen¬ 
ior Iraqi political figures 
attended. 

With that, and brief 
words from top American 
officials who flew in under 
tight security still necessary 
because of the ongoing vio¬ 


lence in Iraq, the U.S. ended 
a war that left 4,500 Ameri¬ 
cans and more than 
100,000 Iraqis dead. 

The conflict also left an¬ 
other 32,000 Americans 
and far more Iraqis wound¬ 
ed, drained more than $800 
billion from America’s 
treasury and soured a ma¬ 
jority of Americans on a 
war many initially support¬ 
ed as a just extension of the 
fight against terrorism after 
the 9-11 attacks. 

As the last troops with¬ 
draw from Iraq, they leave 
behind a nation free of Sad¬ 
dam’s t 5 n:anny but frac¬ 
tured by violence and 
fearful of the future. Bomb¬ 
ings and gun battles are 
still common. And experts 
worry about the Iraqi secu¬ 
rity forces’ ability to de¬ 
fend against foreign

“With this withdrawal, 
the Americans are leaving 
behind a destroyed coun¬ 
try,” said Mariam Khazim, 
a Shiite whose father was 
killed by a mortar shell. 
“The Americans did not 
leave modern schools or 
big factories behind them. 
Instead, they left 
thousands of widows and 
orphans. The Americans 
did not leave a free people 
and country behind them; 
in fact, they left a ruined 
country and a divided na¬ 
tion.” 

“The American ceremony 
represents the failure of 
the U.S. occupation of Iraq 
due to the great resistance 
of the Iraqi people,” said 
lawmaker Amir al-Kinani.

The federal government is 
again urging Canadians to 
get out of S 3 nia while they 
still can. 

Foreign Affairs Minister 
John Baird says it is becom¬ 
ing increasingly difficult 
for Canadian diplomats 
and consular officials to do 
their jobs under restric¬ 
tions imposed by President 
Bashar al-Assad. 

“We are declaring a vol¬ 
untary evacuation of all 
Canadians in S 3 n:ia,” Baird 
said.

“Our embassy in Damas¬ 
cus is also available to as¬ 
sist Canadians in S 3 n:ia, as 
well as their spouses and

Defectors kill 27 
Syrian soldiers 

O Attacks could lead to new cycle of escalation: Expert 


Army defectors killed 27 
government forces on 
Thursday in apparently co¬ 
ordinated attacks that 
were among the deadliest 
by rebel troops since the 
uprising began nine 
months ago. 

The fighting began 
around daybreak in the 
southern province of 
Daraa, where the uprising 
against President Bashar 
al-Assad’s authoritarian 
regime began in March. 

S 3 n:ia has seen a sharp 
escalation in armed clash¬ 
es recently, raising con¬ 
cerns the country of 22 
million is headed toward 
civil war. 

Sanctions by Western 
powers, Turkey and the 
Arab League have added to 


the growing pressure on 
al-Assad from within S 5 n:ia. 
U.S. State Department offi¬ 
cial Frederic Hof told Con¬ 
gress on Wednesday that 
al-Assad’s repression may 
allow him to hang on to 
power, but only for a short 
time. 

Still, the regime could 
exploit the escalation of 
armed attacks by military 
defectors to escalate the 
crackdown with full force 
on pockets of defectors 
concentrated in Daraa and 
the northwestern province 
of Idlib that borders 
Turkey. 

Defectors from the Free 
S 5 n:ian Army, whose lead¬ 
ers are based in exile in 
neighbouring Turkey, fired 
a rocket-propelled grenade 


at a bus carr 5 dng police¬ 
men into the town of Bus- 
ra al-Harir on Thursday, 
killing 12 officers, an ac¬ 
tivist based nearby said. 

That set off clashes with 
an accompanying force of 
soldiers. The defectors 
killed 13 of them, said the 
activist, who would only 
agree to be identified by 
his first name, Omar, for 
fear of retribution. 

The fighters then killed 
two more soldiers in an at¬ 
tack on a checkpoint, he 
said. 

Busra al-Harir is home 
to about 300 army defec¬ 
tors who have been clash¬ 
ing with regime forces 
daily for nearly a week, he 
said.

As French president, 
Jacques Chirac was called 
all sorts of names, not the 
least for his vociferous op¬ 
position to the U.S.-led war 
in Iraq. Now, he has a 
moniker that will stick: 
Convicted criminal. 

The avuncular 79-year- 
old on Thursday became 
France’s first former leader 
to be convicted since Mar¬ 
shal Phihppe Petain, who 
headed the Nazi collabora¬ 
tionist regime during 
World War II, in 1945. 
Chirac will not go to prison. 


but received a two-year sus¬ 
pended sentence for cor¬ 
ruption linked to his 
18-year term as the mayor 
of Paris. 

In a statement hours af¬ 
ter the decision, Chirac said 
though he “categorically 
contest(ed)” the verdict, he 
would not appeal. Despite 
the “pain and the profound 
sadness this verdict has in¬ 
flicted,” the statement said, 
“I sadly no longer have the 
necessary strength to lead 
before new judges the com¬ 
bat for the truth.”

He said that as mayor, “it 
is up to me and me alone to 
take responsibility,” but 
stressed that “above all, I af¬ 
firm with honour: I cannot 
be blamed for anything.” 

Chirac was found guilty 
in two related cases involv¬ 
ing 19 totally or partially 
fake jobs created for his 
benefit at the RPR party, 
which he led as Paris mayor 
from 1977 to 1995. He was 
convicted of embezzling 
public funds, abuse of trust 
and illegal conflict of inter¬ 
est.

Carlos the Jackal, the flam¬ 
boyant Venezuelan who 
s 5 mibolized Cold War ter¬ 
rorism, was sentenced to 
life in prison — again — in 
a Paris trial that ended late 
Thursday with him rally¬ 
ing for revolution and 
weeping for Moammar 
Gadhafi. 

Carlos, whose real name 
is Ilich Ramirez Sanchez, 
hasn’t seen freedom since 


French agents spirited him 
out of Sudan in a sack in 
1994. He’s already serving 
a hfe sentence in a French 
prison for a triple murder 
in 1975, the worst punish¬ 
ment meted out in a coun- 
tiy that does not have the 
death penalty. 

Once one of world’s 
most-wanted men, the for¬ 
mer gun-for-hire and self- 
proclaimed revolutionary 
was escorted out of his cell 
and back to court last 
month to face charges that 
he instigated four bomb¬ 
ings in France in 1982 and 
1983 that lulled 11 people 
and injured more than 140 
others.

More than money at stake 
in developing Arctic: Report 

O Melting of permafrost due to climate change affecting infrastructure 



Governments and busi¬ 
nesses are being advised 
they must look beyond im¬ 
mediate economic benefits 
when it comes to pa 3 dng 
for roads, ports and rail 
lines in the Arctic. 

The Conference Board 
of Canada said in a report 
released Thursday that 
even though such projects 
are more expensive to 
build and maintain than 
they would be in the south, 
they’re still worth it. 

“If you’ve got an all- 
weather road into a com¬ 
munity, it’s a lot easier and 
cheaper to get goods and 
people into and out of 
those communities than if 
you’re dependent on a win¬ 
ter road that’s only open 
for an increasingly short 
number of weeks,” said 
David Stewart-Patterson, 
the think-tank’s vice-presi¬ 
dent. 

“But it’s not just about 


access to economic oppor¬ 
tunities. It’s access to es¬ 
sential public services.” 

Canada’s North is poorly 
served by transportation 
infrastructure. Aside from 
private roads built for spe¬ 
cific resource projects, 
Nunavut has only 21 kilo¬ 


metres of all-weather road 
in the entire territoiy. It 
has only one harbour, de¬ 
spite the fact almost all its 
communities are along 
shorelines. 

The northern reaches of 
the provinces face similar 
limitations. The report says 


25,000 people in northern 
Manitoba depend entirely 
on winter roads, the sea¬ 
son for which is shrinking 
yearly.

On Wednesday, the 
IMF’s top official in 


Greece urged the country 
to fire excess public ser¬ 
vants and impose further 
cuts on workers’ pay 
rights to reduce the size 
of the public sector and 
make the economy more 
competitive. 

Poul Thomsen warned 
the government it would 
not be able to reduce its 
high budget deficits un¬ 
less it focused on spend¬ 
ing cuts, arguing that the 
country’s taxpayers had 
reached the limit.

Basically, if you don’t 
want the movie spoiled for 
you, wipe the League of Ex- 
traordinaiy Gentlemen 
from your memoiy, as Mo- 
riarty’s scheme is exactly 
the same in both movies. 
I’m assuming the filmmak¬ 
ers are banking on no one 
remembering that movie, 
though — which is a safe 
bet — but still. 

RC: Agreed, if you can fig¬ 
ure out the stoiy. Confused 
and confusing, the plot zips 
along at such a rapid pace 
you’ll barely know it does¬ 
n’t make much sense be¬ 
cause director Guy Ritchie 
fills the screen with wildly 
edited scenes anchored by 


Downey’s flamboyant per¬ 
formance. It looks cool and 
will make you laugh occa¬ 
sionally, but the quips and 
extravagantly edited se¬ 
quences are only fan in the 
moment. They don’t add 
up to much of a movie. 

NE: Some of those cool¬ 
looking scenes can grate, as 
well. A little bit of the Sher¬ 
lock slow-mo fight analysis 
goes a long way, but since it 
got such a good reaction in 
the first film, Ritchie lays 
on the bullet time a little 
thick here. One element 
that did work for me 
though was Jared Harris’

movie more, though. 

RC: Harris has one seminal 
psycho moment — is there 
an 3 ^hing crazier than belt¬ 
ing out an aria while tortur¬ 
ing your nemesis? — but 1 
didn’t think Noomi Repace, 
while eye catching as Sim, 
was given enough to do to 
be truly memorable. 

I^: True, she doesn’t get 
much to do besides react to 
the d 5 mamic duo’s chi- 
caneiy and drop helpful re¬ 
minders about the plot. 
And the less said about RJD 
on a pony, the better. Still, 
audiences could do a lot 
worse.

Legend has it that when 
Steven Spielberg offered 
Jamie Bell the lead role in 
The Adventures of Tintin, 
the actor looked the Holly¬ 
wood legend in the eye and 
said, “ITl have to think 
about it.” 

“What is true is that he 
said, Tf you were to be 
Tintin it would be about 
five years of your life. Are 
you comfortable with that?’ 
To me, as a 16-year-old, five 
years was a really long time 
(he’s 24 now). So I didn’t 
want to be the naive actor 
and say, ‘OK, I’m fine with 
that. I wanted to really con¬ 
sider it. I don’t even think I 
said I’d think about it, I just 


didn’t give a definitive an¬ 
swer. 

“For me it was more im¬ 
portant to be sitting down 
at a table with him. Just 
sharing a Holl 3 Avood meet¬ 
ing with him was awesome. 
To me, as a child, he was 
otherworldly. He was a 
Houdini character who 
made dinosaurs live and 
boys fly on bicycles.” 

Bell, who first won 
hearts as the lead in com- 
ing-of-age-dance movie Billy 
Elliot, says getting to make 
the movie with Spielberg 
has “remarkable S 3 mergy” 
because “Tintin was one of 
his favourite childhood 
things.” 

Originally, he simply en¬ 
joyed the characters, he 
says, but there was some¬ 


thing special that set the 
stories about the young de¬ 
tective apart from other 
kid’s comics. 

“It was different from all 
the other cartoons. I felt re¬ 
spected, as a kid, by Tintin. 
That allowed me to gravi¬ 
tate toward him and go on 
his adventures. 

“I was a veiy inquisitive 
kid,” he says. “I used to 
watch a lot of political 
satire comedy shows. I’m 
sure I had no idea what 
they were talking about, 
but they were funny to me. 
Grown-ups making fun of 
other grown-ups was hilari¬ 
ous. 

“So when I read Tintin 
and he was travelling 
around the world solving 
political corruption, I just 



knew what was going on.” 

The film grabs the spirit 
of the beloved books, bring¬ 
ing some of the intensity — 
and mild violence — of the 
original Herge books to the 
screen. 


“If Tintin wasn’t the bea¬ 
con of excellence that he 
is,” says Bell, “if he wasn’t 
the guy with the correct 
moral compass, if he wasn’t 
so innocently earnest all 
the time, I think that could 


be an issue. 

“But because the charac¬ 
ter at the front is such a 
great, natural and instinctu¬ 
al heroic character, I think 
you kind of get away with 
it.”

DANIEL CRAIG 

Now that you’ve played a 
journalist, do you have any 
more sympathy for Journal¬ 
ists? 

I’ve always loved journal¬ 
ists. I don’t know where 
the story’s come from, 
that I have a problem 
with journalists. I have a 
problem with intrusion — 
that’s something different 
completely. But some of 
my heroes are journalists. 

The opening credits made 
me think what a David 
Fincher Bond film might 
look like. 

I could see him applying 
it to an 5 ^hing, really. I’d 


love to work with him 
again, and I’d do anything 
for him. David has a very 
happy set most of the 
time — as much as a set 
can ever be happy when 
you’re filming very 
dramatic scenes. 


There was some financial 
trouble with the Bond fran¬ 
chise over the last couple of 
years, but that made it pos¬ 
sible for you to do this film. 
That’s true, it did, yes. I 
always knew it was going 
to work itself out. But I’d 
also kind of said to 


myself, if it doesn’t work 
out somebody else is go¬ 
ing to do it. That’s the 
way it is. Bond will be 
fine, he’ll keep going. 

Tattoo has Oscar buzz, but 
do you worry that the 
roughness might scare off 


some voters? 

Oh look, I can’t think 
about all that. It’s such a 
crazy period. If it offends 
a few people, good. I hope 
it does. 

ROONEY MARA 

Lisbeth is an iconic 


character, with piercings 
and a punk look. How 
collaborative was David 
Fincher with you regarding 
the look? 

There were a lot of discus¬ 
sions about the character 
— about the way she 
looks, about the way she 
walks, about the way she 
talks, about her eye con¬ 
tact, about her 
mannerisms. But at the 
end of the day, you know, 
obviously I’m the person 
playing the character so 
he did give me a lot of 
freedom in that. There 
was always a lot of talking 
and a lot of collaboration. 

Why do you think it is that 
when a female character is 
presented as strong and is in 
any way sexualized, some 
people dismiss it as 
exploitative or 
misogynistic? 

I don’t know, because 
people are stupid? 

(laughs) I don’t know, 
that’s true. I don’t know 
why. 

Because I think it scares 
people. Things that people 
aren’t used to seeing or 
experiencing scares them. 
The thing that’s so inter¬ 
esting about this character 
is that she has these two 
different sides. She’s per¬ 
fectly capable of taking 
care of herself, but at the 
same time she’s vulnera¬ 
ble and put in these horri¬ 
ble positions. 

She’s wise beyond her 
years and incredibly 
bright, but at the same 
time she’s emotionally 
stunted at 12 years old 
and is naive and doesn’t 
have a lot of experience 
with other people. 

Sol think that’s what 
makes her so interesting, 
that she has these oppos¬ 
ing sides. She’s been sexu¬ 
ally abused, but at the 
same time she’s veiy sex¬ 
ual.

Association (HFPA) didn’t 
disappoint by both focus¬ 
ing the Oscar race and 
throwing in a few head- 
scratchers. Here’s the 
breakdown. 


BIGGEST WINNERS 

Woody Allen should be 
smiling. Long a favourite of 
the HFPA, the director’s lat¬ 
est film. Midnight in Paris, 
gets an impressive awards- 
season boost thanks to its 
four Globe nods, including 
both screenplay and direct¬ 
ing for Allen. 

And between his acting 


in The Descendants and di¬ 
recting in The Ides of 
March, George Clooney 
will have plenty of reasons 
to show up. 

Ryan Gosling is certainly 
enjo 3 dng his nominations 
in both Best Actor cate¬ 
gories. 

As far as sheer numbers, 
silent film The Artist — an 
Oscar front-runner since 
making a splash at Cannes 
— had the most nomina¬ 
tions at six, but The Help 
and The Descendants are 
close behind at five. 

Usual awards heavy¬ 
weights the Weinstein 
Company and HBO lead the 
film and TV packs with 12 
and 18 nominations, re¬ 
spectively. 

British series Downton 
Abbey, which airs in the 
U.S. as part of Masterpiece 
Theater, received the most 
TV nominations, with four. 



BIGGEST SNUBS 

The most glaring omission 
to awards watchers is 
Stephen Spielberg. Even 
though his two films. War 
Horse and The Adventures 


of Tintin, are nominated, 
he was edged out of the di¬ 
recting category. 

David Fincher might be 
feeling overlooked as well, 
as his The Girl with the 
Dragon Tattoo only pulled 
in nominations for Trent 
Reznor’s score and Rooney 
Mara’s performance. 

Also, not a single nomi¬ 
nation for British spy 
thriller Tinker Tailor Sol¬ 
dier Spy. 

And on the TV side, fans 
were hoping critical dar¬ 
ling Community could pick 
up some Comedy nomina¬ 
tions to help its fight 
against impending cancel¬ 
lation, but the series was 
completely overlooked. 

BIGGEST SURPRISES 

Many had believed Disney 
would run The Help on the 
Musical or Comedy side for 
the Globes, giving the pop¬ 


ular hit an easier chance at 
picking up some trophies, 
but its inclusion in Drama 
means presumed Oscar 
front-runners Viola Davis 
and Meiyl Streep (for The 
Iron Lady) are going head- 
to-head earlier than expect¬ 
ed. 

In TV, the biggest shock 
has to be the HFPA’s appar¬ 
ent love of Ryan Murphy. 
While a Best Series — Musi¬ 
cal or Comedy nod for Glee 
isn’t surprising, the organi¬ 
zation apparently flipped 
for his new less-than- 
acclaimed horror series, 
American Horror Stoiy, giv¬ 
ing it mentions for Best Se¬ 
ries, Drama and Best 
Supporting Actress for Jes¬ 
sica Lange. 

BIGGEST REASON TO WATCH 

Aside from the showdown 
between Streep and Davis,

Lightly flour clean work 
surface. Turn dough out 
onto surface. Dust top of 
dough with flour, press 
to flatten. Fold dough in 
half and tuck ends 
under to create a ball. 
Dust with flour again 
and use rolling pin to 
roll dough into roughly 
a 28 -by- 43 -cm (ii-by- 17 - 
inch) rectangle about 5 
mm ( 1/4 inch) thick. 


Using sharp knife, cut 
dough lengthwise into 4 
equal strips, then cut 
horizontally, at angle, to 
create 24 or 48 
diamond-shaped pieces.

MORE CANADIANS ARE 
CHOOSING TO HELP OTHERS 
OVER THE HOLIDAYS 


During the Christmas holidays, there tends to be a 
foeus on gift giving, but there is a growing movement 
towards eharitable gift giving. 

“I think it’s a sort of growing voiee,” says Owen 
Charters, the exeeutive direetor of eanadahelps.org. 

Canadahelps.org is a Canadian website that allows 
people to make online donations to any registered 
Canadian eharity. 

Charters says part of the reason for the 
eharitable gift giving movement is that 
in an aging population, people are 
having a hard time finding items of 
need for themselves and others. 

“How many more things do we 
really need?” is a question Charters 
says many baby boomers are asking 
themselves. 

Charters says eompanies are also 
gravitating towards eharitable gift giving. 

Rather than sending out eards and gifts, some are 
instead sending out holiday eards by email and making 
a donation to eharity. 

For Heather Avery, a resident of Truro, N.S., her 
praetiee of eharitable gift giving during the Christmas 
holidays originated from her husband’s family. Avery’s 
husband grew up on a farm and the values of being 
appreeiative of what you had and helping others in 
need were instilled in the ehildren from an early age. 


Charitable gift giving is an idea she has bought into 
eompletely. 

“When I eame on the seene, it was like, ‘Oh, you 
don’t give your mom and dad a gift for Christmas,”’ 
reealls Avery. “Now it’s seeond nature. It’s just, ‘This 
is what we do. What eharity are we ehoosing this 
year?’ It’s the way it should be.” 

Another added benefit of making a 
donation to eharity is the tax benefits, 
although researeh shows this is only a 
small motivating faetor for people. 

With around 80,000 eharities in 
Canada, ehoosing one (or a few) to 
donate to ean be a ehallenge. Charters 
reeommends eheeking out eharities’ 
annual reports and their websites to get 
a better idea of the work they are doing 
and the sort of impaet they are having. 
Also, don’t hesitate to eontaet the 
organization for additional information. 

“An organization that’s doing great work is usually 
proud to talk about what they are up to,” says Charters. 

One important thing to determine is whether an 
organization is aetually a eharity. To verity this, the 
Canada Revenue Ageney (CRA) reeommends people 
ask a eharity for its registration number and then 
eonfirm its status by aeeessing CRA’s eharities listing 
on its website (era-are.ge.ea) or by phoning CRA.

The Philadelphia Flyers say 
captain Chris Pronger will 
miss the rest of the season 
with “severe post¬ 
concussion s 5 mdrome.” 

The decision was made 
after the 37-year-old was ex¬ 
amined in Pittsburgh by 
doctors John Maroon and 
Mickey Collins, who also 
treated Penguins star 
Sidney Crosby. 

“Chris will continue to 
receive treatments and 
therapy with the hope that 
he can get better,” Flyers 
general manager Paul 
Holmgren said in a release 
Thursday. 

Pronger has missed the 
Flyers’ last 11 games since 
coming down with what 
the team first described as 
a virus and later changed to 
post-concussion s 5 miptoms. 

The bruising 
defenceman also took a 
stick in the eye from Toron¬ 
to’s Mildiail Grabovski in 
late October that resulted 
in facial trauma and caused 
him to miss six games. 

Pronger has one goal 
and 11 assists in 13 games 
this season. 

The Diyden, Ont., 
native, who won gold 
medals with Canada at the 
2002 and 2010 Olympics, 
signed a seven-year 
contract with the Flyers in 
2009. 

He also won the Stanley 
Cup with the Anaheim 
Ducks in 2007.

Call for action on 
concussion issue 


O Hockey agent urges NHL, teams to do something about ‘epidemic’ 


The rhetoric around con¬ 
cussions in the NHL is on 
the rise along with the 
number of high-profile 
players suffering from one. 

Agent Allan Walsh of Oc¬ 
tagon Sports, who repre¬ 
sents concussed league 
goal-scoring leader Milan 
Michalek, beheves the issue 
has become an “epidemic” 
and called on the league to 
do more to address it. 

“Clearly, the NHL is in 
the throes of a concussion 
epidemic,” Walsh said 
Thursday. “Only time will 
tell how severe the long¬ 
term health ramifications 
will be for concussed NHL 
players. With the economic 
incentive to make NHL 
hockey more exciting, the 
league worked diligently to 
increase the speed of the 
game. With increased 


ing the NHL’s leading scorer 
(Claude Giroux) and its 
reigning roolde of the year 
(Jeff Skinner). 

Other stars like Mike 
Richards, Kris Letang and 
Marc Staal are also on the 
sidelines. In all, players 
earning more than $50 mil¬ 
lion combined this season 
are currently out with head 
injuries. 

However, the number of 
total concussions through 
the same period last season 
is actually down, according 
to Daly. 

“We’ve probably had pe¬ 
riods of time where we’ve 
had as many concussions, 
but they weren’t... as high- 
profile players,” he said. 
“The last thing anybody 
wants to do is overreact to a 
very short snapshot in 

time.” THE CANADIAN PRESS
